The next Annual General Meeting of the SARL will take place on 
20 April 2002 and in preparation for the event, nominations and 
motions are called for. 


There are currently 6 vacancies on Council and in terms of Rule 
16.2 nominations are invited from members of the SARL to fill 

these vacancies. Should more than 6 nominations be received a 

ballot will be held. 


Each nomination must contain the following: 

1. Full names, callsign and address of nominee. 2. An amateur radio related 
CV of not more than 200 words. 3. A signed declaration by the nominee that 
s/he will accept 

nomination and serve on the Council of the SARL if elected. 4. Each nomination 
must be signed by a proposer and seconder. 5. Only fully paid-up members 


(Rule 16.3) of the SARL may be 
nominated, propose and second a nomination. 


The nominations must reach the Secretary by no later than 30 
November 2001. 


Motions for submission and consideration at the Annual General 
Meeting of the SARL are invited from members. 


Each motion must contain the following: 
1. A concise description of the motion. 2. A motivation in support of the 
motion. 3. Each motion must be signed by a proposer and a seconder. 


The motions must reach the Secretary by no later than 14 December 

2001.

NEWS FROM OTHER PARTS OF THE WORLD 
AFRICAN INTRUDERS DOMINATE OUR BANDS 


Africa Intruders dominate many of our Amateur Band. The Kenya 
Monitoring Coordinator, Ted Alleyne, 5Z4NU spent the first two weeks of the 
month in Kilifi, 60 km north of Mombasa. Reception conditions were very good 
on the beach and more Somali intruders were heard, particularly on 30 metres 
(which band is not permitted here to the rightful users, Amateurs in Kenya.) 
Propagation conditions 


deteriorated to some extent on 40 metres during the period, in spite 

of the higher than expected solar flux - the band was usually very 

quiet from about 0800 to 1500 UTC when the obscure jammers and unidentifi- 
able broadcast stations started to dominate the 

band. Some 260 intruders were monitored 


Somalis again featured in Uganda on 30 and 20 metres (10150, 14311 

kHz). Missionaries, the Tanzania Electricity Supply Co., tourist firms and agri- 
cultural estates remained active in Tanzania, and military nets were observed 
both in Tanzania and Kenya, all on 40 m. There seems to be a reduction in 
intruders from southern Sudan, who are however still using 40 and 20-metre fre- 
quencies (7035.5, 14320 kHz). DRC intruders were active on all bands between 
40 and 15 

metres, but their 10-metres intruders were not heard again. The Tete 

Police in Mozambique were still using 7076 kHz. The Commercial Bank of Er- 
itrea PACTOR stations were not noted, mainly due to equipment 

problems, but they are not thought to have left the 40-meter band. The broad- 
cast station Voice of the Broad Masses, Eritrea, is firmly on 7100 kHz. Numerous 
others on 40 meters at night were not identified. 


14 MHz is widely popular with intruders. Phone patching intruders 
(probably Chinese cordless) on 2 meters were active still in Nairobi, 

as well as some simplex, probably handheld. None were observed either 
at or during the journeys to and from the Coast. 


South African Amateurs must take action now by providing the SARL IARU 
Monitoring System team with reports so that action can be taken by the SARL 
to involve government agencies to lodge complaints at the various sectors. South 
Africans can only lodge objections if the illegal intrusion in the amateur bands 
is monitored in South Africa, in other words when it is affecting our usage of the 
band.

REMOTE CONTROLLED HF STATION 


Dave Gould, G3UEG, has a “Special Research Permit” to set up an HF 
station that is remotely controlled over the telephone network. The 

ability to operate remotely will give many benefits, including the use of more 
effective antennas where planning restrictions or garden size limit what can be 
done at home. It could also be used to put antennas away from sources of man- 
made noise or to get away from EMC problems. 

This will be the first step on what could become an interesting
